Try 


to Select a Successor to Dr. 


Houston. Sept. 8. 


Fort W orth, Tex., 
24.—The 
hoard of directors of the State 
Agricultural 
and 
Mechanical 
College, after being in session here 
throughout the day and failing to 
agree on the successor to Prof. 
David F . Houston as president of 
the institution, adjourned tonight 
to meet at Dallas on the 8th of 
next month to again consider the 
matter. 
The sessions were executive and 
newspaper reporters were denied 
admission to the room where the 
ballots were taken. 
It can be stat­ 
ed as a fact, however, that a num ­ 
ber of ballots were taken and that 
a conclusion was no nearer at the 
end than at the beginning. 
Those who received votes are 
Prof. W . S. Sutton, the former 
superintendent 
of

public 
schools of Houston and later of the 
State University as professor of the 
science of education; Prof. H. 
H. 
Harrington, professor of chemistry 
of the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College and son-in-law of the late 
Governor Sui Ross; W. 
J. 
Clay, 
one of the members of the board, 
and Prof. H enry S. Hartzog, the 
former president of the Agricultu­ 
ral and MechanicalCollege of South 
Carolina and subsequently presi­ 
dent of the University of A rk­ 
ansas, and State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction R .B .Cousins. 
It can also be stated as a fact 
that Prof. Sutton and Prof. 
H ar­ 
rington received the largest num ­ 
ber of votes. 
Hon. K. K. Liggett of Abilene 
is out of the State. 
There are 
eight members on the board, a list 
of whom 
was given 
in today’s 
News, and it was held under pre­ 
vious ruling that five votes would 
be necessary to elect. 
This after­ 
noon, after the resignation of Pre­ 
sident Houston had been accepted, 
the board passed resolutions ex­ 
pressing their estimate of his ser­ 
vices, which were highly compli­ 
mentary; also regretting the sever­ 
ance of his connection 
with the 
College.

BOATS FOR THE BRAZOS RIVER. 


Waco, Texas, Aug. 23.— Mayor 
Baker is in receipt of a letter from 
Captain Edgar Jadwin, engineer 
in charge of the 
work on the 
Brazos river, giving full 
informa­ 
tion concerning boats that are be­ 
ing constructed to operate on the 
Brazos river where it is navigable 
at this time. 
These boats will be 
operated for the present between 
Richmond and Galveston, 
the 
work on the river being completed 
this far. 
He suggests in his letter that 
the boats should be from seventy- 
five to 175 feet in length and from 
seventeen to thirty-two feet wide, 
drawing about 
twenty 
inches. 
These boats should draw a small 
deckload, but the bulk of their 
load should be put on barges, 
which draw less than the draft of 
the steamer loaded. 
In this way 
he says that one or two feet lees 
draft can be secured and a corres­ 
pondingly farther distance gone up 
the river. 
The engineer says the canal on 
the river will be three feet by J a n ­ 
uary I, and the work to Old W ash­ 
ington will 
be completed about 
February I. 
The latter states that 
much inconvenience has been oc­ 
casioned in 
the improvement of 
the river on account of high water, 
and it has been for this reason that 
the work has 
progressed rather 
slowly. 
The engineer states that his re­ 
port on the upper Brazos is now in 
the hands of the board of engineers 
on rivers and 
harbors, but does 
not intimate its contents. 
In closing his letter, Captain 
Jadwin states that he and a few 
others will start at once by 
boat 
from Richmond to the month of 
the Brazos river, and 
extends 
Mayor Baker 
and Congressman 
Henry an invitation to join 
him 
and his party on this cruise. 
The 
trip is to be made on a sternwheel­ 
ed launch and they will 
start to­ 
morrow evening or Friday m orn­ 
ing. 
It will take three days to 
make the trip, barring accidents 
and the invitation to Mayor Baker 
and Congressman Henry is 
so 
cordial that it is quite likely that 
one or both will accept it.

Mr. Law has 


not only been liberally educated 


himself, but during his whole life 


has been in an atmosphere of educa­ 


tio n a l work. 
His father, the late 


and well beloved Dr. F. M. Law, 


practically gave his life to the 


cause of christian education, was 


widely known in Texas and out of 


the state, and left an enduring 
monunment in the work he did 
for Texas schools. 
Mr. Law was 
educated at the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College and the U ni­ 
versity of Texas, and inheriting 
the traits of character which dis­ 
tinguished his father, he stands 
early in life well prepared for guid­ 
ing the destinies of this new school, 
with which he has been actively 
identified since the movement was 
inaugurated, and to which he has 
contributed, by well directed ef­ 
forts, much of the successful forma­ 
tive work already done.

Made to Locate 
Every 
Possible Focus. 


New Orleans, Aug. 26.—If all houses 
are properly disinfected 
and screened 
there are reasonable hopes for a com ­ 
plete cessation of yellow fever on or 
before O ct I was the m essage of hope 
given by Surgeon W hite to a m eeting 
that filled S t Paul’s Episcopal church, 
over which Bishop Sessum s presided. 
lf the citizens but do this, the doctor 
said, they deserve the commendation 
of the civilized world 
D r. W hite said the Federal medical 
officers were now engaged In m aking a 
complete sanitary survey of the city. 
It was their purpose to acquire sta tis­ 
tics covering every habitable portion 
of the m unicipality. 
Dr. W hite ap­ 
pealed for courteous treatm ent and co­ 
operation w ith the inspectors. 
Ile said 
the service w as trying to locate every 
focus. 
That Is necessary if the cam ­ 
paign is to succeed 
com pletely, and 
urgency of co-operation is evidenced 
by the fact only that hith erto unknow n 
focus In the generally infected section 
w as discovered, the focus th a t th e se r­ 
vice has been searching for for some 
time. 
At the beginning of the fight 
the doctor said th ere w ere IOO of these 
unknow n foci—live tim es the num ber 
the H av an a au th o rities 
adm it would 
sw am p them and create an epidem ic 
in th a t city. T he record shows, he said, 
w hat has been acom plished in running 
them down.
